Action Summary

Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments filed September 9, 2002, have been fully considered but 
they are not persuasive. The rejection is maintained because the cited prior art 
reference clearly discloses treating the same condition (depression) with an ingredient 
that is recognized within the art for the same purpose. To distinguish from the cited 
prior art reference, examiner suggests amending the claims to represent the gel cap 
form, the calcium and sodium salts and specific salt derivatives.
